The children of the forest 
make a gu tteral sou nd, any thing b u t 
mu sical and charming. Only civ iliz­ 
ed p eop le and races hav e the real 
thing. 
Mu sic is a civ ilizing agency . 
It charms the senses, it sp eaks to the 
sou l of hu manity , it enthu ses the b et­ 


ter natu re of man, it insp ires, it en­ 
rap tu res, it elev ates. 
At the close of the Civ il war, a few 
day s after the su rrender, there sat on 
a p ortico of a colonial mansion, in 
the city of Richmond, Virginia, sev ­ 
eral Federal and Confederate gener­ 
als and officers. A b rigade of Union 
Infantry came marching 
along in 
p erfect alignment. 
As the soldiers 
neared, one of the men started “John 
Brown’s Body is Marching On,” the 
men q u ickly cau ght u p the song b y 
comp any , 
regiment 
and b rigade, 
swelling into a ¡mighty 
choru s 
of 
song, sou l-insp iringly grand. Feder- 
als and Confederates were 
mov ed. 
The men were halted and sang the 
‘Union Forev er, Hu rrkh Boy s, Hu r- 
ah,” followed b y “Marching Throu gh 
Georgia,” and then “Home, Sweet, 
Sweet Home.” Strong men shed tears 
and were mov ed b ey ond ex p ression. 
One of the 
Confederate 
generals 
tu rning to the Union officers ex claim­ 
ed, “y ou 
whip p ed 
u s with 
y ou r 
songs. 
We had nothing b u t Dix ie.” 
Then referring to one of the series 
of b attles in the 
wilderness, said 
“We had fou ght all day long with the 
resu lts decidedly in ou r fav or and as 
darkness sp read ov er the scene the 
weary men of b oth armies lay on the 
cold grou nd, sleep ing on their arms,

Worked Overtime. 


John Ru tledge, who was stru ck b y 
a train in New Castle, is here and in 
a b andaged condition receiv ing the 
congratu lations of his many friends, 
who feeLthat he was lu cky to escap e 
with his life. If he remains arou nd 
town and on the streets, his left arm 
will b e as b ad off as his right, which 
he carries in a sling, for his friends 
hav e b een shaking it to the p oint of 
“p hy sical tortu re.” 


Old friendship s formed in Ru sh 
and Fay ette cou nties were ren ew ed 
and new ones were p ledged Su nday 
afternoon when the association of 
one-time residents of those commu ­ 
nities held their fou rteenth annu al 
reu nion at Brookside Park. 
Ab ou t 
5 00 p ersons, most of whom *were of 
middle age or adv anced age, gather­ 
ed for an ex change of greetings and 
listened to some short addresses in 
the p ark p av ilion. Among those who 
sp oke were Ju dge J. A. Pritchard, 
Dr. W illiam H. Smith of Ru shv ille, 
Lew Shank and Nathan Rob b ins. 
The election of officers resu lted as 
follows: Ellsworth E. Heller, p resi­ 
dent; Mrs. J. M. MeCready , first v ice 
p resident; D. P. Shawhan, second 
v ice p resident; H. II. Nelson, chap ­ 
lain ; Henry Holt, secretary and 
treasu rer. 
Nex t y ear’s meeting will 
b e held at Brookside Park. 
Ju dge Pritchard, a nativ e of Fair- 
v iew, recou nted the p art p lay ed in 
the state’s early history b y the set­ 
tlers of Ru sh and Fay ette cou nties.

Academy ,”

said, “ou r fathers gav e their child­ 
ren the first higher edu cation. That

In 
commerce,

Ju dge Prichard mentioned sev eral 
names as indicativ e of the ty p e of 
men that the cou nties had p rodu ced, 
among them Caleb B. Smith, in Lin­ 
coln’s 
Cab inet; 
Ju dge 
McIntosh, 
Samu el Parker and Gen. P. A. Hack- 
leman. 
As an ex amp le of cou nty ju stice, 
he told the anecdote of, two doctors 
in the early day s who were riv als. 
One, Dr. Moffett, was a homeop athic; 
the other, Dr. Bu rr, was a “root doc­ 
tor.” 
As a joke Dr. Moffett had a 
hoe made b y a b lacksmith and p re­ 
sented it to Dr. Bu rr as the sy mb ol 
of his occu p ation. He then forgot to 
p ay the b lacksmith, who b rou ght su it 
in a ju stice cou rt. 
Dr. Moffett made the p lea that the 
whole matter had b een intended for a 
joke, and the ju stice

Samuel Untermy er, who was counsel 
for Adolp h Segal in the recent suit 
against the sugar tru st, sailed from 
New York with his wife on the steam ­ 
ship Ivronp rinzessin Cecelie the other 
day for Europ e. 
When asked before he 
sailed his views as to a criminal p ros­ 
ecution of the tru st and whether his 
client had decided to p ress such p ros­ 
ecution or take any active p art in aid­ 
ing it, be said: 
“W hat would be the use? The sugar 
comp any has been a consistent law­ 
breaker ever since Its birth. 
Its ac­ 
tivities in congress have been one of 
the scandals of the country for many 
y ears. 
It has robbed the p ublic and 
ruined its would be comp etitors. 
But 
it Is no worse than many of the others 
in its criminal methods and not quite 
so bad as some. 
“This suddenly aroused virtuous ab­ 
horrence of its methods is amusing. It 
accidentally hap p ens at the moment to 
be the scap egoat, but as the govern­ 
ment has waited until after the p rin­ 
cip al offenders are dead it doesn’t 
much matter. 
W henever the govern­ 
ment really wants to bring the crim ­ 
inal rich who are managing these con­ 
sp iracies that are notoriously violat­ 
ing the criminal law within the p en­ 
alties of that law, it will not be diffi­ 
cult. There never has been an honest, 
intelligent effort to enforce the amp le 
p rovisions of the law against any of 
the monster monop olies. 
“The government has had no trou ­ 
ble in convicting and driving out of 
business a few p oor, struggling, com­ 
p aratively harmless combinations that 
were p ut together to p revent bank­ 
rup tcy and secure a small p rofit. But 
the financial buccaneers who have been 
‘holding up ’ the country in the neces­ 
sities of life, keep ing out foreign com­ 
p etition through the tariff at one end 
and crushing home comp etition at the 
other until the Increase in cost of liv­ 
ing is alarming, have remained im­ 
mune until every lawy er who has had 
to deal with this big question knows 
that the p retended enforcement of the 
law Is a huge farce. 
“Every time the government has 
had a chance to enforce the criminal 
p rovisions of the law (which consti­ 
tute the only effective p art, the oth­ 
ers being mainly academic) it has run. 
There are alway s so many reasons for 
not doing things that it is never diffi­ 
cult to find one. 
We learned th at les­ 
son in the recent ventilation of cor­ 
p orate dishonesty when every exp osed 
criminal 
went unp unished, most of 
them back at the old game on slightly 
modified lines, including the subsidiz­ 
ing of a p art of the p ress through ex­ 
travagant advertising at the p olicy 
holders’ exp ense and jeering at the 
discomfited ’muck rakers.’ 
“We ail know th at the anti-tru st law 
is being op enly flouted and violated 
every day by some of the most p ower­ 
ful men in the land. 
There are num­ 
berless secret, unlawful p ools to con­ 
trol p rices and restrict p roduction op ­ 
erating in New York today , many of 
them under written agreements that 
are criminal consp iracies on their face. 
“If a fraction of the energy that is 
wasted in smashing gambling house 
doors and watching saloons, etc., were 
exp ended in getting evidence th at is 
obtainable we should soon be able to 
bring this great evil under control, 
“Somehow or other it looks as if 
the p ower of these men is too much 
for the government. 
The evidence of 
crimes has been for y ears available 
to the p ublic au thorities if they would 
go about their task as they do in fer­ 
reting out smugglers, counterfeiters, 
p ostoffiee thieves and other classes of 
criminals. 
“We are told by a certain section of 
the p ress, and some gentlemen around 
Wall street are regaining their smug 
confidence in th at belief, th at there 
has been a reaction in the p ublic mind 
against w hat they are p leased to call 
‘attacks’ on these criminal consp ir­ 
acies. 
“For the sake of the country let us 
hop e these gentlemen are mistaken, 
for If they are right we shall have an 
up heaval in this country as comp ared 
to which the mild and harmless ex­ 
p eriments of the last adm inistration 
will seem like a midsummer zep hy r 
alongside a cy clone. 
“These p ools and combinations are 
growing stronger and more numerous. 
Individual enterp rise is being stran­ 
gled. 
Unless they are brought within 
the clatch of the criminal law and de- 
■troy ad the fu tu re Is frau ght with dan­ 
ger. The only way to regulate them is 
to bury them. 
So long as the p resi­ 
dent of the United States can defy the 
law by giving them immunity and go 
unrebuked the sentim ent of the coun­ 
try is callous. 
*T dread the awakening. 
We are a 
hy sterical, p ress ridden p eop le, and we 
go to extremes. 
“Until the p ublic mind is aroused to 
• recognition of the extent of the evils 
from which we are suffering and the 
far greater dangers that are threaten­ 
ing us it is useless to attem p t to bring 
these men within the law. Their p ow­ 
er is so great th at they are p ractically 
above the law excep t when confronted 
with on aroused p ublic op inion.

Uncle Sam is abo u t to kill two tre­ 
mendo u s birds by u sing a sto ne o f 
reco rd breaking size. 
The latter p art 
o f this su mmer he will break u p the 
tribal relatio ns o f nearly 4 .000 Indians 
in Mo ntana, Idaho and Washingto n, 
p lace them all o n farms and giv e to 
American settlers so mething like 600,- 
000 acres o f the Indian lands in tho se 
states. These farms o f 160 acres each 
will he awarded to lu cky immigrants 
by the lo ttery sy stem, which has p laced 
so many tho u sands u p o n ho mesteads 
o f their o wn. 
Fo r many generatio ns the United 
States go v ernment has been feeding 
and clo thing the Indians. 
The effect 
u p o n the Indian himself has been p ro 
no u need, as might hav e been ex p ected 
—he will no t wo rk fo r what be has 
receiv ed free fo r so many y ears. 
So 
the go v ernment has decided to ap p o r­ 
tio n the lands no w held by the tribes 
in co mmo n amo ng the v ario u s indiv id­ 
u als and families and p ermit the red 
men to learn so mething o f thq . ho n­ 
esty o f labo r. 
The Indians to be affected in this in­ 
stance are 637 Co eu r d’Alenes in Idaho . 
2,37 9 Flatheads in Mo ntana and nearly 
7 00 Sp o kanes in Washingto n. 
Regis­ 
tratio n will begin Ju ly 15 and will end 
Au g. 5. The drawing will begin Au g. 9. 
The swarm o f p eo p le to the no rth­ 
west to try their lu ck do u btless will be 
eno rmo u s. 
Abo u t 3,7 50 farms will he 
o p ened fo r settlement. 
Fo r a mo nth 
o r mo re the land o ffice has been receiv ­ 
ing an av erage o f fro m 800 to 1,000 
letters a day fro m p eo p le all o v er the 
United States, p ro sp ectiv e settlers in­ 
q u iring as to the co nditio ns go v erning 
the lo ttery . Only 3,000 o r 4 ,000 p eo p le 
can ho p e to receiv e the p rizes. 
Befo re white men are p ermitted to 
settle u p o n a single acre the Indians 
themselv es are to be giv en first cho ice 
o f the lands fo r farms. On the Co eu r 
d’Alene reserv atio n the 637 Indians 
hav e been allo ted 102,000 o u t o f a to tal 
o f 310,000 acres. So each Indian will 
also receiv e 160 acres, inclu ding men, 
wo men and children, giv ing Indian 
families mu ch larger farms than the 
white settlers will receiv e. 
The Flathead Indians hav e been al 
lo ted 222,000 acres o u t o f a to tal o f 
1,200,000 acres, while the Sp o kane In 
dlans hav e been allo ted 6 6 ,280 acres 
So me timber land o n the Co eu r d’Alene 
reserv atio n will be o p ened fo r regis 
tratio n. bu t timber lands will no t be 
o p ened o n the o ther reserv atio ns. 
The white settlers will hav e to p ay 
the Indians within fiv e y ears fo r all 
the lands taken u p fo r settlement at 
fro m $1.25 to $7 p er acre. This mo n­ 
ey , p aid to the go v ernment in annu al 
installments, will be dep o sited in the 
United States treasu ry to the credit 
o f the Indians, and they will receiv e 
indiv idu ally each y ear the interest o n 
their fu nds. 
All who desire to register fo r these 
lands mu st go in p erso n to the regis­ 
tratio n p o ints at Kalisp ell o r Misso u la, 
Mo nt., to register fo r Flathead lands, 
to Co eu r d’Alene.

Union and Confederate v oices, the 
sou ls of brav e men swelled 
within 
them and mingled w?ith it all were 
Yankee cheers and old Confederate 
y ells, finally dy ing away and silence 
again reigned u p on the field of car­ 
nage as the weary men slep t, dou bt­ 
less to the dream of that home and 
its lov ed ones of which 
they so 
grandly sang. 
General Lee tu rning 
to the officers who su rrou nded him 
remarked, 
“Gentlemen it does 
not 
seem p ossible to conqu er su ch men 
as that,” and we all felt so. 
Cou lc 
a better or more p otent illu stration 
than this be giv en of the p ower of 
mu sic and its insp iration. 
To ban­ 
ish mu sic from the 
sou ls of 
men

ROGERS’ FIRSl^ DEAL IN O IL 


First Partner of Late Financier Tells 
How It W as Mad e. 
Charles P. Ellis of New York was 
the first partner in the oil bu siness of 
Henry H. Rogers, the Stand ard Oil mag­ 
nate who recently d ied at his home In 
New York, and was primarily respon­ 
sible for the financier’s entry into oil. 
Mr. Ellis in speaking of his early asso­ 
ciations with Mr. Rogers said : 
“I met my old friend first when I 
was six y ears old . I was nine months 
old er than he. This was at Fairhav en. 
Mass., where ou r parents liv ed . I see 
it has been stated that Mr. Rogers’ fa­ 
ther was a poor man. This is wrong, 
for he owned the hou se he liv ed in 
and a man cannot be called poor who 
owns his own hou se. We play ed to­ 
gether and entered the grammar school 
at Fairhav en at the same time. After 
that we went to high school, where 
Henry grad u ated . I d id n’t After leav ­ 
ing school Mr. Rogers went to work 
with his father at the Fairhav en Un­ 
ion store. 
“ It was in 1861, and the oil discov er­ 
ies had been mad e. We both had been 
sav ing and had about $600 each. Oil 
got to be a craze, and we two talked 
abou t it Incessantly . At last we mad e 
u p ou r mind s to try ou r lu ck and fou nd 
ou t that It wou ld take abou t $1,800 to 
pu t u p a refinery . We fou nd somebod y 
else who had $6 00, and the three of u s 
arranged to go into partnership. 
“At the last moment the third man 
d ropped ou t, and the q u estion was bow 
to bu ild an $1.800 refinery with $1,200. 
We d id it on cred it, bu t la m not going 
to tell y ou how. The refinery was bu ilt 
at McClintockv ille, abou t two and a 
half miles abov e Oil City , and the firm 
of Rogers & Ellis came into ex istence. 
I named the firm, for I wras nine 
months old er than Ilenry .” 
Mr. Ellis said that it was only re­ 
cently that he spent an hou r with Mr. 
Rogers talking ov er old times. 
“I can’t believ e he is d ead ,” he said . 
“He wras a m ost ex traord inary man, 
y et v ery hu man. Ev ery bod y liked him. 
He nev er said a bad word abou t any ­ 
bod y , and no one said a bad wrord 
abou t him, ex cept some newspapers.”

The passing of Dr. Ed ward Ev erett 
Hale, chaplain of the United States 
senate, at the age of eighty -sev en, 
took from Washington one of its most 
pictu resq u e figu res. 
Dr. Hale’s face and bod y , like those 
of Chief Ju stice Melv ille Fu ller of the 
su preme cou rt, once seen, were nev er 
forgotten. 
Prev iou sly the opening of 
the senate or hou se with pray er had 
been a perfu nctory d u ty . 
With Dr. 
Hale it was d ifferent. It was the d aily 
serv ice of a minister to God which 
came to be recognized in the y ears 
that he occu pied the post as one of 
the most eloq u ent of the d ay , ev en 
thou gh so brief as to be carried in a 
paragraph. The aged minister took oc­ 
casions of illness and d eath in the 
senate to preach little gems of sy m­ 
pathy , consolation and eu logy . 
He was a friend of ev ery man In 
the senate. He d elighted in his inter­ 
cou rse with the senators and lov ed to 
talk of affairs and books -with them. 
He was close to Senator Clark of 
Arkansas, one of the most profou nd 
scholars of the senate, and was v ery 
chu mmy with Senator Fry e of Maine. 
Dr. Hale u sed the v ice presid ent’s 
room as his office. 
It was here that 
his d au ghter helped him d on his big 
black ministerial robe for his morning 
pray er, and from this office the little 
pages escorted him to the senate cham­ 
ber. 
The attentiv eness of the d au gh­ 
ter of the minister was often comment­ 
ed on as a beau tifu l tribu te of lov e. 
With v isitors Dr. Hale was patient 
and kind ly . He took d elight in meet­ 
ing strangers, and the capitol gu id es 
nev er fou nd him in a mood when they 
cou ld not approach bin» . Althou gh he 
was a man who had trav eled little in 
the west, his knowled ge of the United 
States and its citizenship was great. 
He had the artlessness of a politician 
withou t its wiles. 
If a gu id e intro­ 
d u ced the chaplain* to a party from 
Marion, O., or Tallahassee, Fla., or any 
other place It recalled to Dr. Hale the 
memory of a man who had liv ed there. 
With this he pu t his v isitors at their 
ease. 
He signed au tographs cheer­ 
fu lly , and the senate pages nev er 
feared to ask him to write his name 
for a v isitor. 
Dr. Hale’s great influ ence ov er men 
| was not su fficient to teach the United 
States senate to pray , althou gh he tried 
hard enou gh. 
When he first assu med 
the d u ties of chaplain ov er the bod y 
he asked that the senators join him in 
repeating the Lord ’s Pray er at the end 
of his brief morning sermon. 
Day 
after d ay he called on the senators to 
pray , bu t the response was so feeble 
that he d espaired and aband oned the 
practice. His two banner pu pils were 
Senators Platt and Depew. 
Senator 
Platt alway s mu mbled the pray er with 
him, and Senator Depew came in 
strong at the end . The pages respond ­ 
ed to his efforts, and all of the little 
fellows lined u p d aily and participated 
in the pray er. 
Dr. Hale was nev er able to master 
the d etails of his own affairs, and he 
was freq u ently placed in an embar­ 
rassing position by his absentmind ed ­ 
ness. 
A former magazine ed itor re­ 
called recently that sev eral y ears ago 
he bou ght a story from Dr. Hale and 
later fou nd that another magazine had 
bou ght the same story . 
Wlicu Dr. 
Hale’s attention was called to it he re­ 
membered and sent a letter of apology . 
Inclosing another story , a better one, 
to soothe the feelings of the u nlu cky 
ed itor. 
His habit of ignoring all of the d e­ 
tails of his home and bu siness life pro­ 
v oked one of his brother ministers into 
asserting that if Dr. Hale had not 
been su ch a su ccess as a minister he 
wou ld hav e u nd ou bted ly been a tramp. 
In Dr. Hale’s home at Rox bu ry , 
| Mass., there is a collection of the most 
v alu able literary works of the present 
centu ry . 
Books and prints, pamphlets, 
monograms 
and 
manu scripts 
with­ 
ou t nq mber are hid d en away there. 
Many au tograph copies of books and 
manu scripts su bmitted by friend s for 
his peru sal and later sent him as gifts 
go to make u p a collection of material 
which cou ld occu py the attention of a 
literary stu d ent for a lifetime. 
Mu ch 
of the material in Dr. Hale’s library 
was hand ed d own to him by his fa­ 
ther, and his own activ e life has pro­ 
d u ced nearly an eq u al amou nt. 
His 
own manu scripts are there, and the 
collection will no d ou bt be preserv ed 
intact by his son. 
His interpretation of the “National 
Id ea” was giv en by Dr. Hale as in­ 
spiration for his literary masterpiece, 
the parable of “The Man Withou t a 
Cou ntry ,” the most remarkable argu ­ 
ment for patriotism and fid elity to the 
land of one’s nativ ity ev er written. 
Accord ing to Dr. Hale’s ex planation, 
the theme of the story , the 
need that 
J UBt su ch forcefu l, activ e, partisan pa­ 
triotism as inflamed his own heart be 
brou ght close to the hearts 
of Ameri­ 
cans, was working within him at least 
fifteen y ears before it fou nd ex pres­ 
sion in the story .—Washington 
Cor 
New York World .

REMARKABLE TRIP PLANNED. 


CHICAGO HAS A 
POSSIBLE CLUE 


Elsie Sigle’s Murderer May 


Have Geme West. 


“BUTTERFLY” AEROPLANE. 


Vessel With Practically Na Metal on 
Her to Deflect Compasses to Go on 
Fifteen Year Cruise to Correct Fun­ 
damental 
Ccmpass 
Errors — May 
Hunt For South Magnetic Pole. 


The u o nmagu etic y acht Carnegie, in 
the co nstru ctio n o f which practically 
no iro n, steel o r o ther magnetic metal 
was used, was lau nched the o ther 
afterno o n at Bro o kly n. 
No t a single 
iro n bo lt, spike o r nail has ‘beeu used 
in bu ilding the Carnegie, the hull be­ 
ing held to gether by lo cust tree nails 
and co pper bo lts and spikes. The en­ 
gine equ ipment is likewise made o f 
no nmagnetic materials, the co o king 
ranges are o f bro nze, the tableware 
o f Mex ican silv er* while the co o king 
u tensils are all made o f co pper o r 
alu miniu m. 
The Carnegie w hen she go es to sea 
a few weeks hence to begin her first 
v o y age fo r the pu rpo se o f o btaining 
co rrect reco rds o f magnetic v ariatio ns 
and o ther scientific data will be man­ 
ned by a picked crew o f men selected 
by the scientific heads o f the Car­ 
negie institu tio n o f Washingto n, fo r 
which the v essel was built. Andrew 
Carnegie, who se name in big blue let­ 
ters is painted fo rward o f the y acht, 
is the o ne who made this v essel, the 
first o f the kind the wo rld has ev er 
seen, po ssible. 
The ho no r o f breaking the christen­ 
ing bo ttle o f wine o n the bo wT o f the 
Carnegie when she to o k her initial 
plu nge was giv en to Miss Do ro thea 
Lo uise Bauer, the y o ung dau ghter o f 
Dr. L. A. Bauer, directo r o f the de­ 
partment o f terrestrial magnetism in 
the Carnegie institu tio n. 
As the y acht started do wn the way s 
o ne o f the men in the lau nching party 
remarked that the lau nching was an 
epo ch in the marine histo ry o f the 
wro rld. He referred to the fact that 
the Carnegie is the first o cean go ing 
v essel ev er bu ilt in which the sy stem 
o f gas pro pulsio n has been ado pted. 
The Carnegie is painted white and 
■when co mpleted will be rigged in full 
brigantine sty le, her sail area to taling 
nearly 13,000 squ are feet. She is 155.6 
feet o v er all. her water line length be­ 
ing 128.4 feet. Her mo lded beam is 33 
feet, depth o f ho ld 12.9 feet and her 
mean draft 12.7 feet. 
When she is 
fu lly lo aded and ready fo r sea she will 
displace 568 to ns. 
It is the materials o f which the v es­ 
sel and her equ ipment hav e been built, 
ho wev er, that mo st interest the ma­ 
rine wo rld. 
In additio n to her great 
sail capacity she will also be equipped 
with a 150 ho rsepo wer au x iliary co m­ 
bu stio n engine, which is to be o perated 
by pro du cer gas made fro m anthracite 
co al. 
The windlasses, the ancho rs, the bo at 
dav its, the chain plates and all o f the 
spar and deck fittings are made o f no n­ 
magnetic materials, the o nly metal in 
the entire ship that is no t abso lu tely 
no nmagnetic being the pisto ns, the 
pro du cer and the range grates, and 
they are so nearly no nmagnetic that 
o nly the finest o f Instru ments are af­ 
fected by co ntact with them. Anthra­ 
cite co al wdll be the fu el u sed o n the 
Carnegie, 
the 
bu nkers being large 
eno u gh to pro v ide eno u gh co al to giv e 
the v essel a cru ising radiu s o f abo u t 
2,000 miles at a speed o f 6 kno ts. 
Of particu lar interest is the o bserv a­ 
tio n cabin, which is situ ated amidships 
o n the main deck. Fo rward and aft o f 
this cabin are two glass do mes o f the 
rev o lv ing ty pe, which in appearance 
are no t u nlike the do mes o f astro no m­ 
ical o bserv ato ries. These do mes co v er 
o bserv atio n statio ns that will be nec­ 
essary in the scientific wo rk fo r which 
the Carnegie has been bu ilt. The tim­ 
bers o f the hull are the best and 
stanchest that co uld be bo u ght 
By the end o f nex t mo nth the Car­ 
negie will be ready to start o n a se­ 
ries o f lo ng v o y ages that are ex pected 
to co nsu me abo u t fifteen y ears. Her 
first trip will be to Hu lso n bay , where 
scientific researches will be co ndu cted. 
Certain erro rs are kno wn to ex ist in 
the v ariatio ns o f the co mpass, and 
when her wo rk is finished these erro rs, 
amo ng o thers du e to magnetic influ­ 
ences, it is believ ed, will hav e been 
co rrected. It was also said that in her 
v o y ages in far so u thern seas ah at­ 
tempt will pro bably be made to defi­ 
nitely lo cate the so u th magnetic po le. 
The o cean su rv ey will be made u n­ 
der the su perv isio n o f Dr. Bauer, 
who se immediate representativ e o n 
bo ard the y acht will be Mr. Peters, 
who in 1906-8 co mmanded the mag­ 
netic su rv ey y acht Galilee in the Pa­ 
cific. Mr. Peters will hav e fo u r mag­ 
netic o bserv ers to assist him. Captain 
C. E. Littlefield o f New* Lo ndo n, Co nn.. 
will be the Carnegie’s co mmander. 
Henry J. Gielo w. a marine architect, 
designed the Carnegie.

ly identified the bo dy at the mo rgu e 
Sunday , admitting fo r the first time 
that the 
v ictim was his 
dau ghter 
Elsie. 
The girl’s mo ther, no w in a sani­ 
tariu m, had prev io u sly identified the 
jewelry ; ano ther wo man had identi­ 
fied the u nder clo thing and relativ es 
had said that the mu rdered girl was 
Elsie Sigel, grand dau ghter o f Gen. 
Franz Sigel. Until last ev ening, ho w­ 
ev er, the father had maintained an 
attitu de o f silence. 
Bu t after a co n­ 
ference at po lice 
headqu arters, he 
v isitd the mo rgue, 
acco mpained by 
Franz Sigel, a bro ther, and Reginald, 
a so n, and by Mabel Sigel, a co usin 
o f the v ictim. 
There 
w'ere no tears, bu t 
their 
faces were strained and pale as they 
entered the glo o my mo rgue. First, the 
clo thing o n the bo dy was ex amined by 
Mabel Sigel. 
“Elsie,” said the 
girl as she ex - ! 
amined it, “used to wear a pecu liar

w'hite headed pin.” 
A detectiv e ran his fingers thro u gh 
the clo thing and in a mo ment held 
up a white headed pin. 
Mabel Sigel 
no dded. 
“Elsie wo re that,” she said. 
After a mo ment she was su re the 
clo thing was that wo rn by her co usin. 
The party 
passed into the dead 
ro o m where the bo dy lay In a lo ng 
co ffln-like drawer. 
Amid silence the 
co mpartment 
was drawn o u t 
The 
face 
was first 
u nco v ered and the 
teeth ex amined. 
The father was si­ 
lent, bu t Mabel Sigel "was qu ick to 
no te the teeth. 
“Tho se are Elsie’s 
teeth,” she said, “and her hands, to o .” 
Pau l Sigel no dded his head affirma­ 
tiv ely 
as each 
new featu re 
was 
bro u ght o u t to strengthen the identi­ 
ficatio n. 
Co ro ner Harbu rger asked the fath­ 
er if he was certain the bo dy was 
that o f his dau ghter Elsie. “Are y o u 
satisfied in ev ery way o f the accu racy

Engineer and Farmer Build Self Ris­ 
ing Airship— Successful Test Flight. 
Wo rking in strictest secrecy in a 
windo wless cement sho p lo cated at a 
lo nely po int la the wo o ds eight miles 
no rthwest o f Medicine lake, Hennepin 
co u nty . Minn.. J. Stewart, a retired 
railro ad engineer, and S. Bro wnell, a 
farmer with mechanical genius, hav e 
inv ented an aero plane which pro mises, 
to riv al that o f the Wright bro thers, 
say s a Minneapo lis dispatch. 
Because o f the pecu liar arrangement 
o f the planes and o f the means o f ma­ 
nipu latio n the Stewart-Bro wnell inv en­ 
tio n is called a “bu tterfly ” aero plane. 
At fu ll mo o n the o ther night a su c­ 
cessfu l flight was ma^e with Fred 
Parker, fo rmer o perato r and ex pert 
fo r Ro y Knabenshu e and Baldwin. 
Parker reached an altitu de between 
250 and 300 feet and remained in the 
air ten minu tes. 
The “bu tterfly ” aero plane claims sev ­ 
eral adv antages o v er, all o thers. 
It 
rises witho u t ru nning wheels o r any 
assistance o ther than fro m its engine 
and weighs co mplete o nly 200 po unds, 
less than o ne-third the weight o f the 
Wright bro thers’ aero plane. 
The engine is the inv entio n o f Stew­ 
art, who has been wo rking o n it fo r 
twelv e y ears. The planes and their 
arrangement are the jo int co nceptio n 
o f Bro wnell and Stewart. 
Like the 
Wrights, the inv ento rs o f the “bu tter­ 
fly ” airship are maintaining the great­ 
est secrecy , bu t sev eral perso ns hav e 
seen it and witnessed its recent flight. 
The engine is o f the Gno me ty pe, 
and its fiv e cy linders are co nnected 
with the main shaft o perating the pro ­ 
peller. 
They o re so arranged and 
equ ipped as to w’o rk independent o f 
each o ther, and at the trial the o ther 
night the engine made 1,800 rev o lu ­ 
tio ns. The ho rsepo wer dev elo ped Is es­ 
timated at between twelv e and fifteen. 
The weight is less than a hu ndred 
po unds. The cy linders are o ne-eighth 
o f an inch thick. The stro ke is three 
and o ne-half inches. 
Bro wnell and Stewart hav e arranged 
to enter the trials fo r heav ier than air 
fly ing machines to be co ndu cted u nder 
the au spices o f the United States go v ­ 
ernment at Fo rt My er in Octo ber. By 
that time they ex pect to perfect their 
inv entio n so as to reach any desired 
height and a speed o f no t less than 
fo rty -fiv e miles an ho ur.

111., at the gradu atio n 
ex ercises o f Rho de Island State co l­ 
lege held the o ther day , at which Dean 
Dav enpo rt and Go v erno r Po thier o f 
Rho de Island were, acco rding to a 
Kingsto n (R. I.) dispatch, the principal 
speakers. 
Dean Dav enpo rt estimated that in 
ano ther hu ndred y ears the po pulatio n 
o f the United States wo uld he 1,400,- 
000,000, o r mo re than 400 to the squ are 
mile o f territo ry , and said: 
“Any way y o u can figure it we are 
near the end o f cheap fo o d in this 
co u ntry , which means that po pu latio n 
is beginning to o v ertake the fo o d su p­ 
ply . 
We can increase pro du ctio n y et 
many fo ld by means o f better metho ds, 
mo re intensiv e practice and the requ i­ 
sitio n o f y et u ndev elo ped acres, bu t 
the best land has been dev elo ped. Its 
fertility has been mo re o r less de­ 
pleted, and so me o f It has already been 
abando ned, and, while I hav e no de­ 
sire to po se as a pro phet and still less 
to do gmatize. I am ready to v entu re 
the o pinio n that we hav e seen the last 
o f cheap white bread in this co u ntry .”
